Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Gary Abelev on 12 February 2010. Applicant agreed to update the dependency of 
claim 5 to account for the cancellation of claim 2 in the After Final amendment, to 
slightly re-word the amended phrase added to claims 11, 19, 25, and 31, to formally 
cancel claims 36 and 40 which were indicated in the remarks as being cancelled but 
were presented in the listing of the claims, to correct typographical errors in claims 41 
and 43, and to cancel claim 44 to avoid having that claim rejected under 35 USC 103 
based on Izatt in view of cited references of record such as USPN 6,134,003, 
6,069,698, 5,983,125, etc. and to permit the other claims to be allowed. Additionally, 
the specification will be amended to refer to "slope of the axial reflectivity profile" which 
has basis in the originally filed claims but does not appear to be recited in the body of 
the originally filed specification.
